UN launches 40-billion-dollar drive 
for women and children 


Asia struggles to cope as 
storms spread destruction 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
UN Secretary General Ban Ki- 
moon announced yesterday a 
40-billion-dollar drive to im¬ 
prove the health of women and 
children, which he said would 
save millions of lives around 
the world. 

Governments, philanthro¬ 
pists and private groups 
pledged the cash, giving a 
spectacular end to the UN 
summit on eliminating po¬ 
verty, a campaign that has been 
badly battered by the interna¬ 
tional financial crisis. 

"We know what works to 
save women's and children's 
lives, and we know that wo¬ 
men and children are critical to 
all of the Millennium Develop¬ 
ment Goals," Ban said. 

"Today we are witnessing 
the kind of leadership we have 
long needed," he declared 
ahead of the close of the sum¬ 
mit when US President Barack 
Obama will be the keynote 
speaker. 

Ban estimated that his Glo¬ 
bal Strategy for Women's and 
Children's Health could save 
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16 million lives by 2015. 

Of the eight key develop¬ 
ment targets set a decade ago, 
cutting deaths of women dur¬ 
ing pregnancy and childbirth 
and those of children younger 
than five have seen the least 
progress. 

Countries from Afghanistan 
to Zambia — but also including 
Australia, Britain, China, 
France, Germany, India, Japan, 
Russia and the United States - 
- have contributed to the drive. 

The foundations of the 
world's richest men, Mexican 
tycoon Carlos Slim and Mi¬ 
crosoft billionaire Bill Gates, 
were among the contributors. 
They joined rights groups such 
as Amnesty International and 
multinationals such as FG 
Electronics and Pfizer. 

"Never have so many come 
together to save the lives of 
women and children," com¬ 
mented Norway's Prime Mi¬ 
nister Jens Stoltenberg, whose 
country is one of the world's 
top aid donors.

FA PAZ, Bolivia (AFP) - The 
French embassy yesterday 
voiced concern for a couple 
who disappeared three weeks 
ago during a festival in a Boli¬ 
vian border village leaving be¬ 
hind a three-year-old boy. 

Jeremie Bellanger, 25, and 
his girlfriend Fannie Blancho, 
23, have not been seen since 
they went to Guayaramerin, 
close to the Brazilian border, 
near a lawless area known for 
drug-trafficking and high 
crime rates. 

"We are doing all we can 
can and stepping up our ef¬ 
forts," said France's ambassa¬ 
dor Antoine Grassin, who said 
the disappearances were wor¬ 
rying. 

The couple, originally from 
western France, had traveled to 


was "an issue that deserves to 
be at the top of our develop¬ 
ment agenda." 

A UN statement said the 
deaths of more than 15 million 
children under five would be 
saved between 2011 and 2015 
through the initiative. 

It added that it would pre¬ 
vent 33 million unwanted 
pregnancies and 740,000 wo¬ 
men from dying from compli¬ 
cations relating to pregnancy 
and childbirth.

"We have learned to be 
skeptical of big announce¬ 
ments at summits, and we 
question how much of this 
money can possibly be new," 
said Emma Seery, a spokes¬ 
woman for Oxfam. 

Seery said 88 billion dollars 
was needed up to 2015 to meet 
child and maternal health 
goals.

BEIJING, China (AFP) - Se¬ 
vere storms and floods swee¬ 
ping Asia this week have killed 
dozens of people and displaced 
hundreds of thousands across 
large swathes of the continent, 
with more storms forecast. 

Record monsoon rain and 
the onslaught of tropical storm 
Fanapi wreaked devastation 
from South Korea to India, 
triggering landslides, washing 
away thousands of homes and 
tearing through roads and rail¬ 
ways. 

Thirty-three people have 
died and 42 are missing after 
Fanapi churned through south¬ 
ern China, while 65 people 
were killed in monsoon rain in 
India and 100,000 displaced 
after a lake burst in southern 
Pakistan. 

Fanapi made landfall on 
mainland China on Monday, 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States faces a "spike" in 
the threat from homegrown ex¬ 
tremists who are inspired by 
Al-Qaeda and are increasingly 
difficult to detect, top US offi¬ 
cials said yesterday. 

Homeland Security Secre¬ 
tary Janet Napolitano warned 
senators that "a new and 
changing facet of the terrorist 
threat comes from homegrown 
terrorists, by which I mean US 
persons who are radicalized 
here and receive terrorist train¬ 
ing either here or elsewhere." 

She said that the threat "is 
evolving in several ways that 
make it more difficult for law 
enforcement or the intelligence 
community to detect and dis¬ 
rupt plots." 

At the same Senate hearing, 
Michael Feiter, head of the Na¬ 
tional Counterterrorism Cen¬ 
ter, described a "spike in 
homegrown violent extremist 
activity" that was enabled by 
extremist groups abroad using 
the Internet. 

Napolitano also confirmed 
that terror groups posed a 
heightened threat to Western 


one day after slamming Tai¬ 
wan with heavy rain, killing 
two people and leaving more 
than 100 injured on the island. 

All of China's deaths oc¬ 
curred in the southern province 
of Guangdong, which saw its 
worst rain in a century, the of¬ 
ficial Xinhua news agency said 
yesterday. Five died after a 
dam burst while two were 
killed when their house col¬ 
lapsed, the report said. Of the 
missing, 25 disappeared in a 
rain-triggered mudslide. 

Over 78,000 people in 
Guangdong have been evacu¬ 
ated due to the storm, which 
destroyed some 1,400 homes, 
local authorities said, accord¬ 
ing to Xinhua. 

Initial direct economic 
losses amounted to two billion 
yuan (300 million dollars), 
Xinhua said.

Highlighting a surge in at¬ 
tempted attacks or plots by US 
nationals, top security officials 
cited the November shooting 
rampage last year at Fort Hood 
in Texas — blamed on a Mus¬ 
lim army officer — and the at¬ 
tempted bombing in May of 
New York's Time Square. 

FBI director Robert 
Mueller said the Al-Qaeda net¬ 
work had shifted the focus of 
its recruiting efforts since 2006 
on US citizens or residents in¬ 
stead of volunteers from the 
Middle East or South Asia.

ties to the turtle hotline - 
5929393, thank you so much! 

Also a big Thank you’ 
goes to Aruba’s Department 
of Public Works for the use of 
the barricades to protect the 
nesting sites. Tourists appre¬ 
ciate the turtle nests as an 
amenity and if they witness 
the hatching it may become 
the highlight of their vaca¬ 
tion. They truly believe the 
abbreviation DOW (Dienst 
Openbare Werken = Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works) on the 
red-white barricades means 
“Department of Wildlife.” 

During 2010 some other 
beaches like Dos Playa, 
Andicuri, Daimari en Boca 
Grandi. were visited by 
Leatherback Sea Turtles for 
nesting. 

The next nesting season 
for this species starts March 
2011.

UN telecoms agency: 

Superfast 
mobile 3G 
networks 
boom 

GENEVA (AFP) - Superfast 
third generation (3G) mo¬ 
bile phone networks have 
expanded nearly tenfold in 
four years, outstripping 
fixed line broadband, the 
UN's telecoms agency said 
on Wednesday. 

The International 

Telecommunications Union 
predicted that 3G — which 
allows users to watch TV 
and access the Internet from 
their phones — would ex¬ 
ceed 900 million subscrip¬ 
tions worldwide by the end 
of this year as the pace of 
expansion continued to ac¬ 
celerate. 

At the beginning of 2010, 
3G capacity could accomo¬ 
date 667 million subscrip¬ 
tions worldwide, compared 
to 73 million four years ear¬ 
lier, the ITU said in a statis¬ 
tics survey. 

"While these aren't all 
necessarily active subscrip¬ 
tions, the growing number 
highlights the vast potential 
wireless technologies hold," 
it added. 

"ITU has set a clear target 
by recommending that at 
least half the world's people 
have access to broadband by 
2015." 

Over the same period, 
global fixed line broadband 
subscriptions rose from 216 
million to 479 million. 

Third generation now ac¬ 
counts for 14 percent of all 
mobile telecoms subscrip¬ 
tions compared to three per¬ 
cent in 2006. 

But poor nations appear 
to be left out, as penetration 
rates for fixed or mobile 
broadband remain very low 
in developing countries, just 
above three percent of in¬ 
habitants, according to the 
ITU. 

The fixed broadband fig¬ 
ure is barely higher than the 
agency's estimate three 
years ago. 

"Tremendous achieve¬ 
ments have been made over 
the past five years in bring¬ 
ing broadband access to mil¬ 
lions of people around the 
world — but much more 
needs to be done," the ITU 
said.

Swiss solar plane completes 
flight across Switzerland

GENEVA (AFP) - Switzer¬ 
land's sun-powered plane 
Solar Impulse flew across the 
country Wednesday, in a new 
achievement following its 
historic 24-hour flight. 

Air traffic was temporarily 
halted at Zurich international 
airport as Solar Impulse 
touched down at the end of 
its journey at an altitude of 
150 to 300 metres (500 to 
1,000 feet), and a speed of 
about 50 kilometres (30 
miles) per hour, a spokes¬ 
woman said. 

"This is a training for the 
team, for the airport" and air 
traffic controllers, said 
Bertrand Piccard, the Swiss 
adventurer who master¬ 
minded the project. 

"We wanted to show that 
we would not pose a major 
disturbance to the airport's 


activities," he added. 

The plane remained for 45 
minutes on the runway at 
Zurich, before taking off 
again on its return trip of 
some 270 kilometres (170 
miles) to the military air base 
of Pay erne in the west of the 
country. 

With a wingspan that 
matches the Airbus A340 air¬ 
liner, the plane is covered 
with an array of 12,000 solar 
cells and powered by four 
small electric motors. 

In July it made history by 
flying around the clock on 
the sun's energy alone, using 
14 hours of sunshine to 
power its engines and charge 
its batteries for the night. 

It is expected to conduct 
its first international flights 
next year, before undertaking 
a world tour in 2013 or 2014. 


17-year-old causes Twitter chaos 


SYDNEY (AFP) - A 17- 
year-old Australian school¬ 
boy said on Wednesday he 
unwittingly caused a massive 
hacker attack on Twitter 
which sent users to Japanese 
porn sites and took out the 
White House press secre¬ 
tary's feed. 

Pearce Delphin, whose 
Twitter name is @zzap, ad¬ 
mitted exposing a security 
flaw which was then pounced 
upon by hackers, affecting 
thousands of users and caus¬ 
ing havoc on the microblog¬ 
ging site for about five hours. 

Delphin, who lives with 
his parents in Melbourne, 
said he tweeted a piece of 


"mouseover" JavaScript code 
which brings up a pop-up 
window when the user hovers 
their cursor over the message. 

But the idea was soon 
taken up by hackers who 
tweaked the code to redirect 
users to pornographic sites 
and create "worm" tweets 
that replicated every time 
they were read. 

"I did it merely to see if it 
could be done ... that 
JavaScript really could be ex¬ 
ecuted within a tweet," Del¬ 
phin told AFP via email. 

"At the time of posting the 
tweet, I had no idea it was 
going to take off how it did. I 
just hadn't even considered it."

US approves first oral pill for multiple Study: Dancing in heels puts 
sclerosis toes under extreme pressure 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The US Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration announced 
Wednesday it has approved 
the first oral drug to treat the 
most common form of multi¬ 
ple sclerosis (MS). 

Gilenya, or fingolimod, is 
the first in a new class of 
medications that help block 
certain blood cells from mi¬ 
grating to the brain and spinal 
cord, which could help re¬ 
duce the severity of MS in 
patients with relapsing forms 
of the disease, according to 
the FDA. 

The approval is consid¬ 
ered a valuable step forward 
for MS patients due to the 
frequent needle injections 
needed for treatment of the 
complex neurological condi¬ 
tion. Some 2.5 million people 
are affected worldwide, in¬ 
cluding 400,000 in the 
United States. 

’’Gilenya is the first oral 
drug that can slow the pro¬ 
gression of disability and re¬ 
duce the frequency and 
severity of symptoms in MS, 
offering patients an alterna¬ 
tive to currently available in¬ 
jectable therapies,” Russell 


Katz, director of the neurol¬ 
ogy products at the FDA's 
Center for Drug Evaluation 
and Research, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

MS can be unpredictable, 
with symptoms varying dra¬ 
matically from one person to 
another. They can be mild, 
such as numbness in limbs, 


or severe, including paralysis 
and blindness. 

The FDA said Gilenya, 
produced by Swiss pharma¬ 
ceutical giant Novartis, car¬ 
ries a risk of side effects, 
including a decrease in heart 
rate for new users of the drug, 
as well as headache, flu, diar¬ 
rhea and back pain. 



Wearing high heels while 
dancing may add an air of 
gracefulness to a woman's 
moves, but heels also place a 
great deal of extra pressure 
on a dancer's toes, scientists 
say. 

British and Chinese re¬ 
searchers measured the 
forces exerted on the soles of 
the feet of six professional 
dancers. They found that 
when the study participants 
danced in their bare feet, the 
force was spread evenly be¬ 
tween heel and toe. Dancing 
in high heels, however, re¬ 
sulted in more force being 
transferred to the front of the 
foot. 


The study findings are 
published in the latest issue 
of the International Journal of 
Experimental and Computa¬ 
tional Biomechanics. 

Dancing in 10-centimeter 
high heels (about 4 inches) 
can lead to pressures three 
times that of the atmosphere 
being applied to the toes, ac¬ 
cording to Yaodong Gu, of 
the Liverpool John Moores 
University in the United 
Kingdom, and colleagues. 

This increased pressure on 
the front of the foot can lead 
to discomfortand a painful 
condition called plantar fasci¬ 
itis over an extended period 
of time, the researchers said. 
The findings may help im¬ 
prove the design of dance 
shoes with high heels, the 
study authors suggested. 

"Most published studies 
have been focused on the ef¬ 
fects of high-heeled shoes on 
normal walking, while re¬ 
search on more intensive lo¬ 
comotion such as dancing is 
very limited," the re¬ 
searchers pointed out in a 
news release from the jour¬ 
nal's publisher.

Heading east to San Nicolas 
you will encounter Cura 
Cabai located along the west 
coast of the island. 

Driving further you will 
find Aruba's second largest 
city, San Nicolas, with the ma¬ 
jority of residents originally 
hailing from the British 
Caribbean to work in the Lago 
oil refinery. 

San Nicolas was named 
after a man who owned of a 


big piece of land there. This 
man was named Nicolaas van 
der Biest. In the early days 
owners of big piece of land are 
addressed by "Shon" with the 
first name after. So the people 
used to call him Shon Nico¬ 
laas. That later turned into San 
Nicolas. Some stories indicate 
that the Spanish influence had 
something to do with this. 

Following east you will 
find Seroe Colorado. Seroe 
Colorado translates to "color¬ 
ful hill." The name of the place 
refers to the 30 meters high of 
pure limestone at the endpoint 
in the east of Aruba. The hill 
got its name due to the brown 
yellowish color of the lime¬ 
stone.

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Europe finally voted through 
landmark curbs yesterday to 
clamp down on its finance in¬ 
dustry just as fears returned 
that Ireland, like Greece, was 
staring down bankruptcy. 

The crossing of the final 
political hurdle at the Euro¬ 
pean parliament marks the end 
of fierce negotiations stretch¬ 
ing back to February 2009, 
after the US financial melt¬ 
down unleashed the world’s 
worst recession since the 
1930s. 

Lawmakers in Strasbourg 
gave their blessing after fi¬ 
nance ministers from the 27 
European Union member 
states sealed final agreement 
on September 7 following 
months of bickering character¬ 
ized as a fight between the City 
of London and Brussels, under 
the bidding of France and Ger¬ 
many. 

"This new legislation will 
create a watchdog able to bark 
and — if necessary — to bite," 
said parliamentary speaker 
Jerzy Buzek. 

In a nutshell, the package of 
laws will create four new pan- 
European bodies that are ex¬ 
pected eventually to seize 
regulatory power over the 
dizziest heights of the finance 
industry. 

That would cover every¬ 
thing from High Street banks 
to the riskiest of high-stakes 
bets responsible for felling 
some of Wall Street's biggest 
names. 
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The curbs will come into 
being as of January 1, 2011, 
with the head of the European 
Central Bank in Frankfurt pre¬ 
siding for the first five years 
over a politically pivotal Euro¬ 
pean Systemic Risk Board. 

This will be charged with 
spotting threats to the conti¬ 
nent's economic wellbeing be¬ 
fore they hit home. 

Three sector-specific bo¬ 
dies, essentially covering 
banks, insurance and stocks — 
respectively based in London, 
Frankfurt and Paris — will then 
acquire powers to order na¬ 
tional bodies or companies to 
change the way they do busi¬ 
ness. 

Industry figures fear their 
powers will grow incremen¬ 
tally, although a series of poli¬ 
tical fixes have been worked in 
to try and prevent ugly cross- 
border rows over what repre¬ 
sents an emergency. 

Some 80 percent of Eu¬ 
rope's finance industry is based 
in London, rivalled only on a 
global scale by New York and 
Hong Kong. 

Blockbuster 
expected 
to file 
Chapter 11 

WILMINGTON, Delaware - 
Blockbuster Inc is preparing 
to file for Chapter 11 bank¬ 
ruptcy within the next few 
days, a source familiar with 
the video rental chain's plans 
said yesterday. 

The Dallas-based retailer 
said earlier this year it would 
close nearly 10 percent of its 
stores. Customers have 
moved away from renting 
films through its outlets in 
favor of online services such 
as Netflix. 

It is carrying some $900 
million of debt, according to 
filings with the U.S. Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion. 


European stocks hit by Fed 
comments, bank sector 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
European stock exchanges 
wilted yesterday, undermined 
by a downbeat Fed analysis of 
the US economy, a weakening 
dollar and negative news from 
two major European banks. 

European investors conti¬ 
nued to fret over a Federal Re¬ 
serve assessment on Tuesday 
that the US recovery had 
slowed, as well as the Fed's as¬ 
sertion it was prepared to con¬ 
tinue bond purchases to 
prevent the onset of a fresh 
economic decline. 

The comments weighed on 
the dollar, helped send gold to 
record highs above 1,296 dol¬ 
lars an ounce, and boosted the 
euro. 

"When the US central bank 
says that no matter what hap¬ 
pens it will always be there, it 
weakens the dollar," said ana¬ 
lyst Frederic Rozier of 
Meeschaert Gestion Privee. 

The sliding dollar and 
strengthening euro depressed 
sentiment in Europe, as the 
trend threatens to increase the 
price of European exports, 
making them less competitive. 

The London FTSE 100 
index shed 0.44 percent to 
close at 5,551.91 points. There 


were sharper falls in Paris, 
where the CAC 40 gave up 
1.30 percent to finish at 
3,735.05, and in Frankfurt, 
where the DAX lost 1.08 per¬ 
cent to end the day at 6,208.35. 

Jitters about the upcoming 
earnings season also damp¬ 
ened confidence. 

"The risk premium in equi¬ 
ties is high because the uncer¬ 
tainty about global economic 
conditions is high," said Pa¬ 
trick O'Hare ofBriefing.com. 

European investors in addi¬ 
tion had to contend with a 
profit warning from Germany's 
Deutsche Bank and the after- 
math of the replacement of 
Alessandro Profumo as chief 
executive at Italy's UniCredit 
bank. 

In Frankfurt, Deutsche 
Bank, Germany's biggest len¬ 
der, plunged 8.35 percent after 
it issued a profit warning and 
launched a rights issue aimed 
at funding its takeover of Post¬ 
bank. 

Deutsche Bank sharehol¬ 
ders are being asked to buy 
10.2 billion euros (13.7 billion 
dollars) of shares in a record 
capital increase to pay for the 
purchase of up to 30.6 percent 
of the shares in Postbank. 


Deutsche Bank already 
owns nearly 30 percent of Post¬ 
bank, which has Germany's 
biggest retail bank network, a 
attractive source of earnings 
next to Deutsche Bank's own 
investment bank activities. 

Deutsche Bank warned 
Tuesday that its third quarter 
earnings would be materially 
affected by its purchase of the 
Postbank shares, for which it 
will pay 25 euros each. 

In Milan, where stocks fell 
1.81 percent, the day's big loser 
was UniCredit, which shed 4.0 
percent on lingering uncertain¬ 
ties over its strategy after the 
departure of Profumo, sparked 
by a shareholder rebellion over 
his management style, poor 
earnings and controversial 
dealings with Libyan investors. 

Elsewhere in Europe there 
were declines of 1.93 percent 
in Madrid and 1.18 percent on 
the Swiss Market Index. 

In Asian trade yesterday, 
markets saw mixed fortunes as 
the yen soared against the dol¬ 
lar despite Tokyo's recent ef¬ 
forts to weaken the Japanese 
unit. 

As a result, Tokyo's bench¬ 
mark Nikkei index slipped 
0.37 percent 


Euro soars as US outlook drags dollar 
down 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The euro soared to five-month 
highs against the dollar yester¬ 
day as the US currency was 
dragged down by a less than 
inspiring assessment of the US 
economy issued by the Federal 
Reserve. 

In late afternoon trade, the 
euro rallied to 1.3383 dollars 
from 1.3263 dollars late on 
Tuesday in New York, with the 
European single currency also 
supported by another success¬ 
ful sale of state bonds by Por¬ 
tugal. 

Against the Japanese cur¬ 
rency, the dollar dropped to 
84.37 yen from 85.02 yen on 
Tuesday. The euro rose to 
112.92 yen from 112.76 yen 
earlier. 

The price of gold rose to 
1,293.50 dollars per ounce 
from 1,275 dollars on Tuesday 
— as investors rushed to buy up 
the safe-haven metal. 

"A combination of a wea¬ 
kening dollar and the Federal 
Reserve indicating it may 
loosen monetary policy further 
is pushing gold to record 
highs," ETX Capital senior 
trader Manoj Ladwa told AFP. 

"While some are calling for 
it to run out of steam around 
the 1,300-dollar level, the mo¬ 
mentum still clearly remains to 


the upside." 

The Federal Reserve set the 
tone for the markets after it 
said it was prepared to take 
new stimulus measures if ne¬ 
cessary while leaving interest 
rates at record lows. 

It said it would "continue to 
monitor the economic outlook 
and financial developments 
and is prepared to provide ad¬ 
ditional accommodation if 
needed to support the eco¬ 
nomic recovery." 

Those measures would 
likely include buying treasury 
bonds, causing the market to 
brace for further dollar losses. 

The Fed comments will 
likely keep the dollar weak in 
the near-term, with US interest 
rates under pressure, analysts 
said. 

"The dollar is being 
dumped as the suggested credit 
easing spawned expectations 
of lower interest rates" in the 
United States, said Daisuke 
Karakama, market economist 
at Mizuho Corporate Bank. 

Analyst Rajesh Patel at 
trading firm Spread Co said: 
"Traders seemed to focus on 
the words 'prepared to provide 
additional accommodation if 
needed to support the eco¬ 
nomic recovery' in the state¬ 
ment and took it that the Fed 


are ready to loosen monetary 
policy further in the months 
ahead. 

"This set off a plunge in the 
dollar as it collapsed versus the 
euro, Swiss franc, Australian 
dollar and yen, to name but a 
few." 

Elsewhere yesterday, Portu¬ 
gal raised 750 million euros 
(1.0 billion dollars) from the 
sale of 4- and 10-year govern¬ 
ment bonds. 

It comes a day after fellow 
eurozone members Ireland, 
Greece and Spain all enjoyed 
successful bond issues, which 
dampened fears of a new debt 
crisis. 

The British pound was 
mixed meanwhile as minutes 
of the last Bank of England 
monetary policy meeting indi¬ 
cated that the central bank 
could be close to fresh stimu¬ 
lus measures of its own. 

In London yesteray, the 
euro changed hands at 1.3383 
dollars against 1.3263 dollars 
late in New York on Tuesday, 
at 112.92 yen (112.76), 0.8556 
pounds (0.8488) and 1.3202 
Swiss francs (1.3213). 

The dollar stood at 84.37 
yen (85.02) and 0.9865 Swiss 
francs (0.9960). 

The pound was at 1.5641 
dollars (1.5624).

Experts bite back at bedbug 
infestations 

CHICAGO, Illinois (AFP) - 
Killing a single bedbug can be 
as easy as rolling on top of it in 
your sleep. Ridding a home or 
hotel of its siblings and cousins 
on the other hand, is an ex¬ 
hausting and expensive task. 

Nearly eliminated a few 
decades ago, bedbugs have re¬ 
turned to America with a 
vengeance. 

They’ve overtaken college 
dorms, military barracks, 
apartment complexes, office 
buildings and even forced the 
closure of Nike's flagship New 
York store on Monday. 

And they are big business: 

$258 million were spent bat¬ 
tling them in the United States 
last year, according to the Na¬ 
tional Pest Management Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Leading experts gathered in 
a Chicago suburb on Tuesday 
for a two-day summit on era¬ 
dicating the hardy critters, 
which can live a year without 
feeding and like to explore at 
night, often catching rides to 
new homes in luggage, hand¬ 
bags and clothing. 

"It's easy to come in and kill 
bedbugs with insecticide, but 
it's much harder to get to the 
point where you can be confi¬ 
dent that they're gone," Ken¬ 
neth Haynes, an entomologist 
with the University of Ken¬ 
tucky, told AFP. 

Bedbugs are very good at 
hiding, he explained, and the 
problem is finding a poison 
which is powerful enough to 
kill all the bugs and their eggs 
but safe enough to be used in¬ 
doors. 

The summit's showroom 
was filled with potential solu¬ 
tions: massive room heaters to 
bake the bugs, carbon dioxide 
sprayers to freeze the bugs, 
high powered steamers to boil 
the bugs, plastic moats and 
barriers to block the bugs from 
getting into beds, tight-fitting 
mattress protectors, and even 
specially-trained dogs to sniff 
out their hiding spots.

"There's so much bedbug 
hysteria and 75 percent of it is 
well-founded," said David 
James, whose company Pack- 
tite sells portable heating 
chambers designed to kill any 
critters that crawl into luggage 
or non-washable possessions 
like books and shoes. 

"They're so bad out there 
and they're so hard to kill," 
James said as he manned a 
busy display at the sold-out 
show. 

"I've had people call me and 
say they've gone bankrupt try¬ 
ing to get rid of them because 
they keep replacing their 
clothes and furniture." 

There is unfortunately no 
silver bullet for eradicating bed 
bugs, said Phillip Cooper, 
president of BedBug Central, a 
for-profit educational organi¬ 
zation which hosted the con¬ 
ference. 

"Nothing works on its 
own," said Cooper, who also 
runs a pest-control company 
founded by his father in 1955. 

The best thing to do is try to 
keep bed bugs out of your 
home by carefully inspecting 
hotel rooms, washing all 
clothes taken on a trip in hot 
water and vacuuming or treat¬ 
ing your luggage. 

If you end up picking up the 
critters at work, a movie the¬ 
atre, church or work, hope that 


you find them quick and call a 
professional right away. 

A moderate infestation can 
be eradicated with a single, 
properly-applied treatment of 
insecticide, Cooper said. But 
serious infestations can require 
several treatments and a multi¬ 
prong approach costing thou¬ 
sands of dollars. 

One way large hotel and 
apartment complexes are cut¬ 
ting their costs is hiring sniffer 
dogs to pinpoint exactly which 
units are affected and find the 
nests. 

A property manager at a 
large apartment complex out¬ 
side Chicago, Shellie Beno, 
got into the business last year 
after residents started bringing 
her bags filled with bedbugs. 

Pest controllers would 
spend hours tearing an apart¬ 
ment apart looking for nests. 
Her three dogs can search a 
typical unit in about five to 
seven minutes. And their noses 
can sniff out places people 
can't, like behind the walls. 

Another advantage is the 
dogs are much less intrusive 
and residents don't have to 
worry that their neighbors will 
know they've got bugs. 

"Would you rather have me 
going through your dresser 
drawers or my dogs?" said her 
Detective Bedbug partner 
David Bohannan.

K-Rod in court on text-message 
charges 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Mets 
hurler Francisco Rodriguez 
was formally charged with 
criminal contempt Wednes¬ 
day for a barrage of text mes¬ 
sages to his girlfriend, whose 
father he was accused of as¬ 
saulting. 

Rodriguez, who bom¬ 
barded Daian Pena with 
dozens of text messages ask¬ 
ing for forgiveness, was 
under a restraining order bar¬ 
ring him from contacting her. 

Rodriguez posted the 
7,500-dollar bail almost imme¬ 
diately and left Queens court. 

A new order of protection 
was issued barring him from 
contacting Pena. 

Rodriguez, 28, was ac¬ 
cused in August of grabbing 
Pena's father - 53-year-old 
Carlos Pena, from a Citi Field 
family lounge - striking him 
in the face and banging his 
head against a wall. 

The pitcher had been told 
to stay away from Carlos 
Pena and his daughter. 

However, a week after he 
appeared in court he sent her 
two text messages, eventually 
sending her 56. 

Prosecutor Scott Kessler 
said Rodriguez knew he was¬ 
n't supposed to contact Pena, 
and cited an earlier incident 
in which the player was ac¬ 


cused of assaulting Daian 
Pena in Venezuela. 

"He's not naive or loving. 
He's manipulative and con¬ 
trolling," Kessler said. 

Kessler said Pena didn't re¬ 
spond to the messages, which 
became increasingly angry. 

If Rodriguez violates the 
latest restraining order, he 
could be jailed.

NEW YORK (AFP) - China's 
national baseball team will 
play in the Florida Instruc¬ 
tional League to prepare for 
the Asian Games in the 
southern Chinese city of 
Guangzhou in November.

Mickelson upbeat going into 
Tour Championship defence 


ATLANTA, Georgia (AFP) - 
Phil Mickelson goes into the 
US PGA Tour Championship 
today as defending cham¬ 
pion, but hell need more than 
a victory to pocket the 10 
million-dollar bonus on offer 
to the FedEx Cup playoff se¬ 
ries winner. 

The top five in the FedEx 
Cup standings - led by Matt 
Kuchar - are best-placed to 
claim the bonus, and even if 
Mickelson can become the 
first player to win back-to- 
back Tour Championships he 
would need help from them 
to claim the big prize. 

"I haven't played well in 
the first three FedExCup 
events, and so you have to 
have some value to those 
events," Mickelson said. 
"You can't have it all just ... 
come down to one event. I 
guess you could, but I haven't 
played well enough in the 
first three events." 

Mickelson missed the cut 
in the first playoffs event and 
tied for 25th at the next be¬ 
fore finishing equal eighth in 
the BMW Championship. 

"If I had played halfway 



decent, I would be in a posi¬ 
tion to control my own des¬ 
tiny. I started out third or 
fourth (in the standings), 
started out in good position, 
but because of my play, I am 
where I'm at." 

Once again this week 
Mickelson also has a chance 
to supplant Tiger Woods atop 
the world rankings. 

Woods, who has struggled 
on the course this year while 
coping with highly publi¬ 
cized personal travails off the 


course, didn't even qualify for 
the Tour Championship. 

A victory or a three-way 
tie for second would allow 
Mickelson to move to num¬ 
ber one for the first time in 
his career. 

"I'd love to take advantage 
of the opportunity," he said. 
"I don't follow the ranking 
points and so forth, but I 
know that I've had multiple 
opportunities for months, and 
I haven't played well enough 
to do it. Hopefully I do this 
week." 

While the highpoint of 
Mickelson's season came 
back in April, with an emo¬ 
tional Masters victory, 
Kuchar has displayed strong 
form all year. 

His 11 top 10 finishes are 
the most on the PGA Tour 
this year. 

He won the Barclays, the 
first event of the playoffs, 
moving atop the PGA Tour 
money list for the first time 
and setting up his first ap¬ 
pearance in the Tour Champi¬ 
onship. 

He is headed toward his 
first Ryder Cup, and has 
moved to 10th in the world 
rankings. 

For Kuchar, once a cele¬ 
brated amateur player at 
Georgia Tech University, 
capping the season at East 
Lake in suburban Atlanta is a 
special opportunity. 

"It's definitely been a neat 
progression," Kuchar said. "I 
think I was definitely well- 
celebrated as an amateur, and 
it's fun to take the steps for¬ 
ward. ... To make those steps, 
it's a very rewarding feeling." 

Kuchar and the rest of the 
top five in the standings - 
Dustin Johnson, Charley 
Hoffman, Steve Strieker and 
England's Paul Casey - can 
all claim the 10 million-dollar 
bonus with a victory.
